As approved by voters on November 8, 2016 and included in the $482,000,000 Corridor
Construction Program of the 2016 Mobility Bond, the purpose of these Advance Funding
Agreements is to authorize a partnership with the Texas Department of Transportation (TxDOT)
to allow the City to design and construct $66,800,000 of corridor mobility improvements on
North Lamar Boulevard from US183 to Howard Lane.

Funding will be provided by the City with contributions from TxDOT for construction items such
as pavement, landscaping, signage, striping, and other contributions in an amount to be

determined.
